To  the  inhabitants  of  the  ToAvn  of  Epsom  in  the  County  of 
Merrimack,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Epsom,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  ma.y  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $320.00  for  the  Epsom  Public  Library. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  Webster 
Park  and  for  band  concerts. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  state  aid  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Class  II  road  known  as  Short  Falls  Road 
and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose 
the  sum  of  $1,102.50 ;  or  will  accept  state  aid  for  construc- 
tion of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $548.99. 


8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  for 
snow  removal,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  maintenance  of  such  sections 
of  Class  V  roads  that  have  been  improved  in  the  town  of 
Epsom  since  1932  by  the  expenditure  of  special  appro- 
priations by  the  State  and  Town.  The  expenditure  of 
this  appropriation  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Selectmen  or  agents  that  they  may  appoint. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  the  municipal  budget  act. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of 
two  per  cent  on  all  property  taxes  paid  previous  to  July  1, 
1936. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
be  brought  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens : 

Entering  upon  my  duties  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Epsom  schools,  I  find  a  community  intensely  interested 
in  its  schools,  devoted  teachers,  an  efficient  School  Board, 
and  pupils  for  the  most  part  eager  to  learn.  The  faith- 
ful work  of  former  superintendents  is  plainly  evident. 
Enough  room  remains  for  further  progress,  however,  to 
constitute  a  challenge  toward  improvement  along  the 
lines  of  educational  ideals.  Difference  of  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  local  educational  policies  is  far  preferable  to  in- 
difference. "When  it  is  accompanied  by  bitterness  and 
rancor,  it  results  in  distorted  opinions  governed  by  pas- 
sion rather  than  by  reason,  and  creates  unfortunate 
tension  and  insecurity  in  the  minds  of  children ;  but  when 
accompanied  by  good-will,  even  strong  differences  may 
contribute  to  a  Avell-rounded  and  balanced  course  of 
action. 

Last  year  Epsom  maintained  five  schools,  including 
four  classified  and  one  mixed.  There  were  121  different 
pupils  registered,  including  9  previously  registered  else- 
where and  51  boys  and  61  girls  not  previously  registered 
this  year.  The  school  year  consisted  of  37  weeks,  with 
the  schools  actually  in  session  an  average  o|  350  half -days 
making  an  aggregate  of  1750  sessions.  '  Half-days  lost 
averaged  20  and  totalled  100.  The  aggregate  attendance 
was  37,897  and  the  aggregate  absence  1,959.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  each  grade,  with  the  average  age  Septem- 
ber 1,  in  years  and  months  was  as  follows :  9  first  6-1, 
15  second  7-6,  13  third  8-9,  18  fourth  10-5,  15  fifth  10-8, 
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14  sixth  12-1,  14  seventh  12-1,  14  eighth  14-2.  103  pupils 
were  promoted  and  11  not  promoted.  Twenty-two  pupils 
were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  8,  eighty-one  8-14,  and 
nine  14-16.  The  average  attendance  was  108.25,  average 
absence  5.49,  and  average  membership  113.74.  The  per- 
cent of  attendance  was  95.17.  There  were  76  cases  of 
tardiness ;  but  12  pupils  were  not  absent  nor  tardy  dur- 
ing the  year.  Twelve  meetings  were  held  by  the  School 
Board.  Ninety-three  visits  to  the  schools  were  made  by 
the  Superintendent  and  School  Board,  and  262  by  citi- 
zens. Our  teachers  were  all  graduates  of  Normal  or 
Training  schools  and  had  had  an  average  experience  of 
six  and  two-thirds  years,  including  four  and  two-fifths 
in  the  district. 

The  examination  of  the  School  Nurse,  Miss  Adonia 
Douillette,  showed  most  of  the  pupils  growing  normally. 
However,  the  following  defects  were  noted :  10  per  cent 
underweight  27,  defective  vision  9,  nervous  condition  1, 
defective  teeth  75,  diseased  tonsils  10,  enlarged  glands  4. 
Twenty-five  cases  of  communicable  disease  were  recorded 
during  the  year.  The  nurse  accompanied  children  to 
seven  clinics,  including  three  for  the  eye,  two  for  teeth, 
and  two  for  the  throat.  Six  of  these  were  out  of  town, 
necessitating  considerable  extra  travel  on  the  part  of  the 
nurse.  Fifty-six  children  in  all  were  treated  at  these 
various  clinics.  An  untold  amount  of  future  suffering, 
misery,  and  expense  was  doubtless  saved  by  these  health 
measures.  The  Federal  Child  Health  Recovery  and  the 
Red  Cross  cooperated  with  the  local  authorties  in  these 
activities.  Federal  agencies  also  made  possible  the  dis- 
tribution of  milk  in  the  schools  where  it  would  do  the 
most  good.  In  speaking  of  organizations  cooperating  for 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  children,  mention  should 
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be  made  of  the  Community  Club  for  installing  electric 
lights  at  Short  Falls  and  New  Rye  and  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  for  continued  interest  at  Gossville 
and  the  Center. 

The  School  District  has  long  carried  out  the  sound 
budgetary  procedure  contemplated  by  the  optional  Muni- 
cipal Budget  Act.  Early  in  February  an  estimate  of 
income  and  of  expense  for  the  support  of  schools  and 
other  statutory  obligations  of  the  district  for  the  follow- 
ing year  beginning  July  1st  is  drawn  up  by  the  School 
Board  for  submission  to  the  District  Meeting  as  the  basis 
of  school  appropriations.  Annually  in  October,  on  a 
basis  of  more  exact  knowledge  of  expenses  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  the  Board  submits  a  detailed  Budget  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  as  a  basis  of  the  state-aid 
allotment  for  the  following  year.  This  Budget  must  be 
followed  except  in  case  of  necessary  changes  allowed  by 
the  State  Board.  Any  balance  not  needed  is  listed  under 
expected  income  in  the  estimate  of  the  folloAving  year  to 
reduce  the  amount  to  be  raised  at  the  district  meeting. 

Total  current  costs  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation 
last  year  in  Epsom  were  the  lowest  of  the  seven  towns 
under  my  supervision,  amounting  to  $8.28,  distributed  as 
follows:  Elementary  $6.05,  High  School  $1.61,  Other 
Current  $.62.  The  elementary  current  costs  were  pro- 
vided for  as  follows :  Local  Revenues  $5.58,  State  Aid  $.47. 
While  the  median  Per  Pupil  Costs  of  public  elementary 
schools  in  New  Hampshire  last  year,  (compared  with 
the  previous  year)  increased  by  $4.47,  the  same  per  pupil 
costs  for  Epsom  decreased  $1.51,  so  that  they  amounted 
to  $64.33,  or  16  per  cent  less  than  the  median  of  the  state. 
In  regard  to  High  School  costs,  it  is  Epsom's  present 
policy  to  pay  only  the  legal  liability  for  tuition,  amount- 
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ing  this  year  to  a  maximum  of  $75.19  per  pupil,  whereas 
the  actual  tuition  charged  ranges  in  many  high  schools 
as  high  as  $100. 

Under  the  present  organization  of  the  schools,  all 
Epsom  pupils  are  receiving  the  benefit  of  classified  schools, 
with  a  maximum  of  four  grades  under  any  one  teacher. 
Under  this  arrangement,  the  teacher  can  give  just  twice 
as  much  time  to  each  grade  as  she  could  in  a  school  with 
eight  grades.  Moreover,  parents  everywhere  testify  that 
their  children  are  much  more  interested  in  their  work 
when  they  can  be  in  a  good-sized  group,  rather  than  being 
alone  or  in  a  very  small  group.  The  slightly  increased 
cost  of  this  system  will  be  more  than  offset  by  the  addi- 
tional state  aid  which  the  state  is  glad  to  grant,  now  that 
educational  advantages  have  been  improved  and  extended 
equally  to  all  the  children  of  the  district. 

The  one  thing  that  I  would  recommend  at  this  time  for 
the  material  improvement  of  the  school  plant  and  also 
for  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  pupils  would 
be  that  the  toilets  at  Short  Falls  and  Center  Hill  should 
be  changed  so  as  to  provide  entrances  from  the  school- 
rooms as  at  Gossville  and  partly  at  New  Rye. 

I  thank  the  people  of  Epsom  for  their  cordiality  and 
hope  that  we  can  all  work  together  harmoniously  for  the 
welfare  of  the  coming  citizens  of  the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPSOM  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


— 0- 


Year  Ending-  January  31,  1936. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Epsom 
Volunteer  Fire  Department.  This  report  has  largely  to 
do  with  the  organization,  having  a  membership  of  48  men. 
The  meetings  of  the  department  are  held  once  each  month 
at  the  Town  Hall  with  a  good  attendance.  The  depart- 
ment has  progressed  rapidly  during  the  past  year  with 
no  expense  to  the  town.  We  have  earned  our  money  by 
the  efforts  of  the  men  in  having  entertainments,  conces- 
sions, also  by  raffling  off  gifts  donated  by  interested 
townspeople.  Our  members  are  assessed  $1.20  per  year, 
fifty  cents  of  which  goes  into  the  State  Firemen's  Relief 
Association.  To  prove  our  ability  and  effort,  the  fire 
truck  is  ready  at  all  times  for  service  and  inspection,  this 
work  being  done  by  the  dift'erent  members  of  the  depart- 
ment under  the  direction  of  the  deputy  chiefs.  We  appre- 
ciate the  cooperation  of  the  Telephone  Company  in  making 
the  necessary  calls.  We  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  help, 
no  matter  how  small  the  fire  may  be. 

We  do  not  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  original  cost 
of  the  truck  and  most  of  its  equipment,  but  we  have  pur- 
chased the  following  equipment  during  this  year :

150  feet  %  inch  hose  66.23 

100  feet  21/2  inch  hose  and  100  feet  11/2  inch  hose  185.00

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We  liave  answered  11  chimney  fire  calls,  also  saving 
serious  damage  on  two  other  occasions.  The  truck  has 
responded  to  three  forest  fires.
